KATE CHASE’S FAITH. 


The Scandal That Coupled Her Name 
With That of Dick Nevins. 
Washington Correspondence Chicago Tribune. 

Kate Chase has always been running tilts at 
Mrs. Grundy.

OUR BREVET CITIZENS. 


Interesting Statistics Touching Foreign 
Immigration Last Year. 
From the New York Tribune. 

The Commissioners of Emigration com- 
pleted their annual report for 1880 yesterday, 
und it will be presented to the Legislature to- 
day. It contains in detail the work of the 
Executive, Landing, Informantion, Ward's 
Island and Labor Bureaus, and of the rail- 
road, baggage and express departments under 
their supervision, together with the amount 
expended by the Commission in the support 
of immigration. Of the $150,000 appropriated 
by the Legislature to meet the expenditures 
of the Board to May 1, 1881, there has been 
expended $107,881 15. The indebtedness of 
the Board is $353,574 88. The estimates for 
the next fiscal year for the support of the in- 
stitutions are $200,000. 

‘he entire number of passengers from 
foreign ports landed at this port Was 372,880, 
of whom 327,371 were aliens; and of those 
who landed at Castle Garden, and under the 
immediate care of the Board, there were 320,- 
S89, an increase of 186,6llover the preceding 
vear. This is stated to have been the largest 
immigration ever known at this port. Of the 
327,371 aliens who arrived, 104,264 were from 
Germany; 66,399 from Ireland; 33,768 from 


England; 35,217 from Sweden; 11,190 
from Italy; 9,937 from Norway; 
9,625 from Scotland; 8,223 from 
Switzerland; 7,693 from Russia; 7,06 


729 


from Bohemia; 6,672 from Hungary; 5,577 
irom Denmark; 4,461 from Austria; 4087 from 
France; 3,588 from Wales; 3,259 from the 
Netherlands; 1,509 from Belgium; 1,298 from 
the West Indies; 951 from Spain, and the re- 
mainder from other countries. The destina- 
tion of 157,561 were New York State; 1,627 
went to Canada 6,497 to Southern 
States; 63.208 to Eastern States: 112,119 to 
Western States, principally to Illinois, Ohio, 
Minnesota, Michizan, Wiscohsin, lowa, 
Nebraska, and Kansas; and 6,199 to the British 
Colonies and the West Indies. 

The report calls atrention to the urgent ne- 
cessity of National legislation for the control 
and support of immigrants. The objections 
made to the penalties imposed, and the re- 
strictions fixed to the landing of those likely 
to become puapers, by the bill now pending 
in Congress, the Commissioners do not be- 
lieve to be well-founded, as similar penalties 
have been imposed under the laws of this 
State since 1847. They consider that the 
legislation sought for is an absolute necessity, 
as they have abundant proof tnat aliens of the 
class referred to are frequently shipped to 
this port by foreign authorities and other per- 
sons interested in relieving themselves of the 
burden of their care and su rt. 

The report of the Labor Bureau shows that 
last year employment was provided for 28,8 
men and 10,505 women, the greatest number 
for any one —＋ since the establishment of the 
Bureau. The following nationalities were re- 
presented: Irish, 18,865; Germans, 16,424: 
“candinavians, 1,043; Englisb, Scotch, and 
Welsh, 834; Swiss, 740; Russians and Poles, 
509; Hungarians and Bohemians, 555: French 
175: Belgians and Hollanders, 75; Italians, 35:

CHRIST’S LANGUAGE. 


he Oriental Scholar Says That He 
Spoke Greek and Armaic. 
From the N. Y. Sun. 


At their weekly meeting on Monday the 
Baptist preachers compared theories and con- 
jectures as to the language spoken by Jesus of 
Nazareth in his conversations with his discip- 
les and his sermons tothe multitudes. Yes- 
terday a reporter for the Sun asked one of the 
most distinguished Oriental scholars of tie 
country for his opinion on the point. 

The discussion of the Baptist ministers as 
reported in this morning’s papers,“ said th 
eminent Orientalist, “does not give me a high 
opinion of their common sense. The connec- 
tion between Eise and Pheenician is too re- 
mote for serious consideration. Asto the 
language spoken by Jesus, we must remem— 
ber tbatin his time not one but three lan- 
guages were in use in Judes. The pure He- 
brew bad long before died out and been su- 
ceeced by the Aramnuic, Which was a kindred 
langugge, received trom the Babylonian con- 
querors. This was spoken by the peasantry 
ond lower classes. Latin was used by the Ro- 
men officials in all dormal proceedings. Gree 
Was employed by the upper classes, by mer- 
chants, and by most ot the inhabitants of 
cities. Hence the zung on the eros, 
wes Written, as we are told by Luke, in Greek 
and Latin aud Hebrew. 

“That Greek was extensively employed is 
proved by the fact that all the apestolic epis- 
tles were written in Greek, and that Paul’s 
diseot rses were delivered in Greek, excepi 
upon one occasion, when it is expressly men- 
tioned that he arrested the attention of a Jew- 
ish mob by speaking to them in the common 
tongue. Greek was in those days, what the 
lingua francais now in Oriental countries 
bordering on the Mediterranean—the medium 
of intercourse between peopie of different na- 
tionalties. It was more than this. It was 
like French among the Europeans of the last 
century. All the noble Roman youth learne:! 
to read, write and speak Greek, and on one 
occasion even the debates of the Roman Sen- 
ate were carried on in Greek. : 

At all events, Greek must have been sp)- 
ken by the Savior, at least a part of the time, 
lor the occasions on which he used Aramnic 
words are specially mentioned, as, for in- 
stance, in raising the dead girl, in opening the 
dumb man’s mouth, and when he uttered his 
last Werds cn the cross. If all his sayings had 
Leen in Aramaic these special phrases would 
probably not have been singled out as they 
were, und the interpretation of them given in 
Greck. Of course when he spoke to the peas- 
untry and rustics generally he used the lan- 
guage with which they were familiar, an! 
which was, as I have said, the Aramaic. 

“The case may be illustrated by that of a 
Catholic missionary in Wales or in a remote 
district of France. In Wales he would speak 
English in the cities, and Welshin the coun- 
try and the small towns. In France he would 
speck French in the cities, but elsewhere the 
peasant dialect, whatever it might be, of the 
tocality which he was visiting; and he might 
for certain official purposes, write documents 
in Latin.“

A BILL in favor of the South St. Louis 
street Railroad Company passed the Lowér 
House of onr Legislature a few days avo.

No per- 
son, however, that is not a hired lob- 
block prohibition to the destruction of one road 
and insist on maintaining the three block pro- 
tection in behalf of allthe rest. This is too 
cheeky and altogether too bare-faced a piece 
of legislative jugglery to be practiced in day- 
light. The indecent haste that rushed the 
bill through witheut its being even printed, 
and the unworthy tricks employed to pass the 
measure two years ago, ought to arrest the at- 
tention of the Senate.

The Funeral Conducted With Military 


Honors. 


The Gibson residence, 2046 Lafayette ave- 


nue, was crowded this morning with at least 


three hundred friends of the family, assem- 
bled to witness the obsequies of the dead 
Lieutenant Archie Gibson. Lafayette avenue 
for two squares above and below the house 
was densely blocked with carriages, while 
right in front of the mansion 
as platoon of dismounted cavalry 


stood in a long rank at parade rest. Their 
blue-over coats with the yellow triangles of the 
capes gave them a gay and holiday appear- 
ance, Which contrasted strongly with the sol- 
emn faces, and the muffled roll of the drums. 
Inside the house the hallways and the parlors 
and the reception rooms were densély crowd- 
ed with guests, all of them speaking 
but seldom, and in an undertone.

The band 
from the barracks was in attendance and dis- 
coursed the sad musie while the cortege was 
getting under way at noon. The escort ne— 
coinpanied the remains on foot to Washineton 
avenue, Where they took carriages and rode 
outin advance of the funeral procession, 
Which they met again at the cemetery gate. 
The body was interred in the Gibson family 
lot, With all the appropriate military hdnors.

The Creation of a State Board of 
Health Proposed.

What Commissioner Francis Says.--Tbe 
Main Feature of the Bill Before 
the Legislature. 


The majority of the committee appointed hy 
the Medical Society two months ago, for the 
purpose of taking measures relative to the 
creation of aState Board of Health, haye 
gone to Jefferson City to look after the inter. 
ests of the bill. Drs. Chas. W. Stevens, W.

It will 
have no power, however, to enforec its orders, 

In case of epidemics, its powers are made 
more sweeping, being similar to those given 
by the charterto the health Commissioners 
in this city. For instance, during the epi- 
demic of 1878, great difficulty arose from the 
fact hat existing laws gave 
the health officers no control outside the city 
limits. Boats and cars coming up from the 
infected districts could not be interfered with 
as long as they kept outside this line of juris- 


diction, and the result Was that passengers 
and freight were landed almost 
in our neighborhood, While we 
were roWerless to prevent it. 


This law has since been changed so far as St. 
Louis is concerned, but there is a great need 
that some body should have the same suthor- 
itv to watch the whole State. The board, if 
created, will have power to take all proper 
precautions and will thereby greatly benetit 
the State in every Way.” 

Mr. Francis lays particular stress upon the 
second clause, relative to the registering of 
physicians, and thinks that this will tend to 
do away With one of the greatest evils with 
Which the State is cursed. Most of the North- 


ern and several of the Southern 
States have laws to prevent quacks 
apd others trom acting as physicians. The

The only feature 
Which is objectionable in the above is the ten 
year’s clause, but so many of the old physi- 
dians are without diplomas * and would 
dislike to pass an  Cxaminuation, — that 
it was feared that the opposition engendered 
would defeat the bill, and so we had to the 
half a loaf in preference to no bread.” 

The third section has reference to the rents 
tration of births,deaths and marriages. In this 
regard, the existing laws in the State are very 
lux. Within a few years St. Louis has made 
laws upon the subject, but outside of this city 
this matter is not attended to anywhere iti the 
State with the possible exception of 
Kansas Citv. The province of the board 
Will make the matter compulsory all over the 
State, and will facilitate the keeping of ree- 


ords and the compiling of statistics, The 
board will be of small cost to the State. 
The members serve without py, 
and the whole expense will 


hardly exceed 35,000 per year when the bourd 
is in working order. While speaking of the 
bourd, Mr. Francis mentioned. that he had 
been informed that <mall-pox was ver¥ 
prevalent at Clinton, the county seat of 
Henry, and at Tipton, Moniteau county, 
and that there was nobody to see that proper 
measures were taken W prevent the spread of 
the disease.

THE BERNHARDT DLAMONDS. 
A Rich and Costly Cellection of Gems 
and Jewelry. 

The Bernbardt diamonds were placed upon 
exhibition this morning at a Fourth street

throrgel during the day with ladies and gen- 
tlemen who came to examine them. The 


collection is certainly the finest ever seen in 
the city. The estimated value is $95,000, but 
several of the pieces cannot be replaced, and 
are therefore invaluable. There are sixteen - 
feces in all, and the gem af the collection is a2 
rge stomacher, presented to Mile. Bernhardt 
during her late English tour 17 Princess 
of Wales. It is composed of & heavy band of 
gold, fourteen inches in length and one inch 
in width, thickly studded with rubies, dia- 
monds und sapphires, which are formed 
into oval prominences at intervals of an inch. 
The value is over $5,000. The second piece ts 
a necklace made up of six diamond rosettes, 
and eight sections, representing leaves. The 
centers of the rosettes are huge diamonds, 
studded around with innumerablesmalier ones 
set in such a way that the light refiecting upon 
ach rosette gives it the appeaTance of asoli- 
taire. The bracelet contains 5,000 diamonds, 
and is valued at $10,000. Next comes a string 
of diamonds, three feet in length, Which Mlle. 
Bernhardt wears either coiled around her neck 
or wrapped around her arms as abangle. It 
contains 300 large diamonds, Weighing from 
one to twocarats and was purchased for 


— 


#,000. A large horse shoe containing a mass 
of solid diamonds, too numerous 
to count, is especially admired. 


It is about the sizeof a shoe worn by Shet- 
land ponies, and the thousands of diamonds 
are set in a heavy-mass of Virgin gold. The 
value is $1,000. The rarest piece exhibited is 


a bracelet composed of alter- 
nate rows of diamonds and sap- 
hires. The eleven sapphires are as 


arge as filberts, of pure azure hue and cut in 
beryl shape. It is difficult to place any value. 
upon them, because there is no sapphire col- 
lection of equal brilliancy size and color in the 
world. The necklace was manufac-: 
tured in Paris at a cost of 
over 50,000 francs, or $10,000. Next to this is 
another bracelet, composed of large, pure 
white diamonds, so embedded in the gold as 
to present the effect of a single stone. A crewn, 
composed of more than 200 large and small di- 
amonds, and used either as a pin or 
hair ornament is especially remarkable for the 
beauty of the setting. The curiosity of the 
collection is a 15-carat diamond cut in the 
shape ofabottle. The stone has the beauti- 


ful ochre tint, which is so very rare, 
is without flaw, and is daz- 
zling in its brilliancy. It cost 


$1,500 and was presented to Mile. Bernhardt 
by a lady admirer, shortly after the actress 
reached New York. The remaining pieces 


are a crown of diamonds valued at 8,000. A 
large crescent, containing over 50 n- 
monds, worth F2, 000; a butterfly 


eight inches in length and six inches across 
the wings, made up of sapphires, diamonds and 
rubies, valued at , 000; a wasp, the body of 
which is a huge carbuncle, and the diamond- 
studded wings set upon springs, mov- 
ing with every motion of the wearer;

Seventy Thousand Tous Being Put Into 
an Immense Structure. 


The St. Louis ice men calculate that the ice 
harvested here will reach 212,900. This does 
not take into account the extensive operations 
of Louisville and Cincinnati capitalists at 
Creve Coeur Lake. They have erected an im- 
mense structure on the bank of the lake cov- 
ering an acre and a half of ground. Fifty- 


seven acres of the ice have been cut and pack- 
edaway. It is contemplated so put up 


70,000 tons, none of it to be distributed 
till the summer of 1882. Judging 


frompast observations next winter will-be 
mild and ice will command a good price the 
following summer. The company has a saw- 
mill and manufactures much of the lumber, 
and all the saw dust forthe ice house. The 
harvest is being gottenin byimproved ma- 
chinery and very cheaply, The sawing, haul- 
ing and lifting is all done by steam power. 
There have been two engines operating the 
hoisting power, but a day or two ago one of 
the boilers’ went to pieces shattering the strue- 
ture in which it was confined, nobody was in- 
jured. A single engine is running now, but 
it is expected to get the house full before 
mild weather. Old inhabitants of the Creve 
€oeur neighborhood say there hasn’t beena 
winterin eighteen years till now, when a 
building of that capacity could be filled. The 
building is about forty feet high.
